Sebelius 
approved 
as HHS 
nominee 



WASHINGTON, D.C. (AP) 
- Kansas Gov. Kathleen Sebelius 
won Senate confirmation Tues- 
day as the na-

tion's health 
and human ser- 
vices secretary, 
thrusting her 
into the mid- 
dle of a public 
health emer- 
gency with the 
swine flu sick- 
ening dozens 
of Americans. 

The 65-31 confirmation 
vote came after Democrats urged 
quick action so that Sebelius 
could get to work leading the fed- 
eral response to the flu outbreak. 

"We find ourselves in the 
midst of a global crisis" said Sen. 
Chris Dodd, D-Conn. "What 
we've been missing in all of this 
is the head of the Health and Hu- 
man Services Department." 

Sixty votes in the 100-seat 
Senate were necessary for ap- 
proval. Immediately after the vote 
Sebelius resigned as governor in 
Kansas and headed to Washing- 
ton to get sworn in. 

Republican opponents cit- 
ed Sebelius' pro-abortion stances 
and raised concerns about wheth- 
er Obama administration plans to 
overhaul the nation's health sys- 
tem would cut out Republicans 
and lead to rationing of care. 

"She is the wrong appoin- 
tee for this particular assign- 
ment" said Sen. Robert Bennett, 
R-Utah. "She has backed a par- 
tisan process for health care re- 
form. She has refused to support 
patient safeguards." 

With no HHS secretary in 
place, the White House has turned 
to Homeland Security Secretary 
Janet Napolitano to help lead its 
response to the swine flu, even 
while insisting that vacancies at 
the top of HHS were not a prob- 
lem. 

Sebelius, 60, was the first of 
20 HHS officials requiring Sen- 
ate approval to win it, and she 
heads to work with many team 
members missing. The Senate has

Swine flu draws concern 



OUTBREAK: 
Local experts offer 
advice, facts 
about swine flu

Fifty human cases of swine in- 
fluenza in the U.S. were confirmed 
this week by the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. The "rapid- 
ly evolving situation" as stated by the 
CDC, has spread to Kansas with two 
laboratory cases - both in Dickinson 
County - reported so far. 

"The genetics are very clear; there 
are eight segments - five from swine, 
two from birds and one from a human 
gene segment," said Juergen Richt, Re- 
gents distinguished professor of diag- 
nostic medicine pathobiology. 

"The original is an influenza vi- 
rus that affects swine and can trans- 
mit to humans, but we had not seen 
a human-to-human transmission," she 
said. "Now, it is transmitting from hu- 
man to human. That's the new thing, 
and that's why they call it swine flu." 

LOCAL ATTENTION 

A committee of experts from In- 
state developed a Pandemic Influen- 
za Plan to minimize exposure to the 
virus in case the CDC and the World 
Health Organization declare a pan- 
demic of influenza. 

"The plan was developed because 
of the possibility of a flu pandemic 
similar to the 1918 pandemic," said 
Steven Galitzer, K-State director of 
public safety, in a press release. 

"We developed a plan of action to 
aid in administrative decision-making 
and to help university departments 
plan for the worst." 

Though the WHO raised its alert 
level for the virus from three to four, 
on a scale of six, on Monday, many 
students say they are not concerned 
with the virus. 

"I'll start worrying about it when 
people have to walk around wearing 
masks," said Mario Adcock, junior in 
social work. 

In contrast others students are be- 
ing more cautious, Christian Schultz, 
junior in marketing, said he is defi-

nitely concerned about the swine flu. 

"Let's hope it only lasts for a little 
while like SARS, and is nothing like 
the Krippin virus from [the movie] 'I 
am Legend,'" Schultz said. 

"I used to live in Dickinson Coun- 
ty, so before I read that [the virus was] 
reported in Kansas, I said, 'I hope it 
doesn't hit my neck of the woods any- 
time soon.' And boom - now it has. I 
have a bunch of dust masks though, so 
if it ever hits Manhattan, I'll only go 
out in dust masks," Schultz said. 

There are many preventative steps 
people can take before resorting to 
dust masks. 

"There are very basic things you 
can do to protect yourself," said Kathy 
Dickey-Wilson, clinic supervisor at 
the Riley County Health Department. 

"Cover your nose or mouth with a 
tissue when you cough or sneeze," she 
said. "Wash your hands often - espe- 
cially after you cough or sneeze. Avoid 
close contact with an ill person. And 
if you do get sick from the flu, stay 
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home from work or school and limit 
your contact with others to keep from 
infecting them." 

Richt emphasized that his special- 
ty is researching the virus's effect on 
pigs, rather than caring for affected 
humans, but he did offer a bit of wel- 
come news. 

"There is no danger if you eat 
cooked meats because this strain of 
flu is very susceptible to high temper- 
atures and disinfectant," he said. 

In an email sent to the student body 
on Tuesday evening by Dean of Student 
Life, Pat Bosco, he states: "If you trav- 
eled to Mexico during spring break, you 
have nothing to worry about. The incu- 
bation period for swine flu is up to sev- 
en days. At this time, the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) 
recommends that U.S. travelers avoid 
all nonessential travel to Mexico."

The K-State Center for 
the Advancement of Entre- 
preneurship announced the 
winners of "The Next Big 
Thing" competition Sun- 
day.

Due to the state of the 
slumping economy, several 
local charities have noticed 
a decrease in the amount of 
donations they have received 
within the last year. 

"We noticed a big de- 
crease during our Christ- 
mas campaign," said Captain 
Robert Buttrey of the Salva- 
tion Army. 

Buttrey said the Christ- 
mas campaign is the biggest 
fundraiser of the year. He 
said donations were down 
about $40,000 during last 
year's campaign. 

During the 2007-2008 
fiscal year, total income for 
the Manhattan Salvation 
Army was $460,717 and dur- 
ing the 2008-2009 fiscal year 
the Salvation Army's total in- 
come was $293,075. 

The charity is totally 
self-supporting. According to 
Buttrey, the Salvation Army's 
social service office provides 
assistance to those in need 
through various financial as- 
sistance programs. 

They also serve as a bi- 
ble-based Christian Church. 
Operation costs for the orga- 
nization have remained sta- 
ble, despite the decline in 
income. Though the dona- 
tion shortfall was fairly im- 
mediate during the Christ- 
mas campaign, Buttrey said 
monetary donations have 
picked up. This year's Easter 
mail appeal, a letter dona- 
tion drive, raised more than 
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last year's and more custom- 
ers are shopping at the Salva- 
tions Army's thrift store. 

"I'm a little nervous 
about what next year holds," 
Buttrey said. 

The Riley County Unit- 
ed Way has also seen a drop 
in the amount of donations it 
received within the last year. 

"We did see a decline in 
the amount given by donors 
but not the amount of do- 
nors," said Dianne Paukstelis, 
Executive Director of the Ri- 
ley County United Way. "Na- 
tionally, the United Way saw 
a 7 to 8 percent decrease in 
giving in the Fall 2008 Cam- 
paign for 2009." 

According to Paukstelis, 
the agencies that are funded 



by the United Way are ask- 
ing for a 21 percent increase 
on average. She said she 
does not anticipate the Unit- 
ed Way will be able to match 
that much demand. 

The United Way relies 
on corporate sponsorships 
for most of its funding. Pauk- 
stelis said she is worried the 
United Way's campaign for 
2010 will not be as success- 
ful as the one for 2009. 

"I've had a little trou- 
ble securing corporate spon- 
sorships for the United Way 
events and materials," Pauk- 
stelis said. "It's not just me; 
I've heard other agencies in 
the area are also having trou- 
ble securing sponsorships for 
this spring."

swine flu got it where most of the infected got it - 
Mexico - and haven't been hospitalized or quaran- 
tined like we would expect from a disease that be- 
came a household name over the weekend. That's 
because swine flu is not that big of a deal. 

"Of course we're doing too much to scare peo- 
ple," said Mark Feldstein, a former correspondent 
for NBC, ABC and CNN who teaches journalism 
at George Washington University. "Cable news has 
24 hours to fill, and there isn't 24 hours of exciting 
news going on. If you scare people, they'll tune in 
more," he said in a Washington Post article. 

There you have it - hype in the raw and straight 
from the pig's mouth. So go out and celebrate the 
recovery of our sanity by chomping on some bacon, 
slicing some ham, or giving your dog a dried pig's 
ear to suck on, because none of these will result in 
sickness. Just don't visit Mexico until the next wave 
of headlines pushes this set into the trough.

The next time someone asks you if you have the 
swine flu, cough in their direction and shrug your 
shoulders. They won't know what hit them - liter- 
ally, because no one knows. When we can't see the 
enemy, we make it out to be much worse than it re- 
ally is. But pigs are dirty, smart animals, fully capa- 
ble of infecting every mammal within a thousand 
miles of their wet snouts with this virus that makes 
your eyes bleed and skin fall off - you can never be 
too careful. 

Like SARS and the bird flu before it, headline 
news is steeped in nervous jargon like the panic-in- 
ducing phrase "state of emergency," which news an- 
chors and bold newspaper headlines bark at any- 



one who can hear or read, and for those who can 
do both, the terror is monumental. Educating your- 
self on the causes and treatments of swine flu is a 
good idea, but when the virus is pulled out of con- 
text, as many recent pandemics are, uncertainty can 
result in otherwise rational citizens wearing hospital 
masks in public and suspecting their friends of car- 
rying the virus without exhibiting symptoms. 

You cannot die from swine flu. Symptoms mir- 
ror those of the classic flu, and can result in pneu- 
monia if left untreated. You could die from pneumo- 
nia, but don't blame it on Babe. The best advice the 
World Health Organization has offered to the pub- 
lic is to cover our mouths when we sneeze and to 
wash our hands regularly - the same advice we read 
on the moldy piece of paper taped next to the bath- 
room sink, if we even bother to visit the sink. 

To put this into perspective, Secretary of Home- 
land Security Janet Napolitano said the depart- 
ment had declared Obama's inauguration an emer- 
gency of similar severity because it was the best way 
to provide necessary security for the event, accord- 
ing to arstechnica.com. Network news is toying with 
our emotions to the tune of higher ratings, and while 
coverage of the outbreak is necessary, it's getting out 
of hand.

Attack on Sixth Amendment could compromise defendants rights

As far as documents go, the U.S. Con- 
stitution is a pretty important one. 

When it comes to ways the govern- 
ment can destroy its citizens, criminal 
prosecutions are at the top of the list. You 
can lose your freedom, your property and 
even your life in the course of a criminal 
proceeding. Therefore, the Bill of Rights 
has requirements for due process of law 
and gives rights to defendants. 

"The accused shall ... have the Assis- 
tance of Counsel for his defense," accord- 
ing to the Sixth Amendment. When the 



Supreme Court ruled on Michigan v. Jack- 
son in 1986, it affirmed the amendment 
and established that the police do not 
have the ultimate right to conduct inter- 
views of defendants without a lawyer pres- 
ent. Further, the ruling declared that waiv- 
ers of the right to a counsel during po- 
lice interrogation after already asking for a 
lawyer are invalid. 

This is all pretty simple criminal law. 

However, the Obama administration 
is asking the Supreme Court to overturn 
its ruling, according to the London Tele- 
graph. In a brief, Solicitor General Elena 
Kagan wrote, "Jackson serves no real pur- 
pose ... only occasionally prevents feder- 
al prosecutors from obtaining appropriate 
convictions [and] even that cost outweighs 
the decision's meager benefits." 

Police interrogations can be intimi- 
dating. In the words of the late Supreme 
Court Justice George Sutherland, "Even 
the intelligent and educated layman has 
small and sometimes no skill in the sci- 
ence of law. He requires the guiding hand 
of counsel at every step in the proceedings 



against him. Without it, though he be not 
guilty, he faces the danger of conviction 
because he does not know how to estab- 
lish his innocence." 

The most dangerous time for defen- 
dants is immediately after the initial arrest, 
so they need to be afforded a lawyer be- 
fore being questioned. Larry Thompson, 
deputy attorney general under George W. 
Bush, and many other prosecutors, filed 
an amici brief on behalf of the petitioner, 
stating the Jackson ruling "provides bright- 
line guidance ... for interrogations," and 
"promotes fair, effective law enforcement." 

An amici brief by the National Associ- 
ation of Criminal Defense Lawyers, Amer- 
ican Civil Liberties Union, among others, 
calls the Jackson case "essential to protect 
the Sixth Amendment right of defendants, 
especially the most vulnerable" to counsel. 

Overturning the Jackson decision 
would erode our protections from govern- 
ment prosecution. Not to sound alarmist, 
but if the Supreme Court begins remov- 
ing constitutional rights from the citizen- 
ry, what is next? States' rights have been 



beaten back by the determined efforts of 
the three branches of the federal govern- 
ment during the last half-century. 

Will weakening criminal rights pre- 
cede a general attack on civil liberties? I 
really don't know. The concept is fright- 
ening. Unlike some of the abstract rights 
the government has promised us - I'm 
thinking the rights to privacy and "afford- 
able" health care - the right to a counsel 
is spelled right out in the Constitution. 

Our Bill of Rights provides for a law- 
yer to be available to the accused - fair 
and simple. If during police questioning 
the accused is not allowed a lawyer, then 
that sounds like an unconstitutional prac- 
tice. I don't see any gray area there. 

We must remain vigilant against any 
efforts to remove our constitutional rights. 
Don't let the government catch you sleep- 
ing.

on Obama's nominees for dep- 
uty HHS secretary or commis- 
sioner of the Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration, and Obama has not 
even nominated people for other 
key jobs, including surgeon gener- 
al and assistant secretary for pre- 
paredness and response. 

There has also not been an ap- 



pointment for head of the Centers 
for Disease Control and Preven- 
tion, another component of the 
sprawling HHS, which has 65,000 
employees and a $750 billion bud- 
get. 

The whole process suffered a 
setback when Obama's first pick 
for HHS secretary, former Sen. 
Tom Daschle of South Dakota, 
withdrew in February over unpaid 



taxes. 

Though the swine flu will be 
an immediate focus, Sebelius will 
also be charged with shepherding 
Obama's overhaul of the nation's 
$2.5 trillion health care system to 
reduce costs and cover some 50 
million uninsured Americans. 

Sebelius was the last of 
Obama's Cabinet nominees await- 
ing confirmation.

For the better part of the last 
two decades, three programs 
have led the way for K-State 
athletics, as the Wildcat football, 
volleyball and women's basket- 
ball teams solidified themselves 
as mainstays in the national 
rankings and competed in the 
postseason year after year. 

However, as the 2008-09 
academic year comes to a close, 
it appears there could be a 
changing of the guard in store 
for Wildcat sports. 
A SHORT TIME AGO 

One needs to look back no 
farther than the 2006 season 
to see when the current ath- 
letic picture began to unfold in 
Manhattan. Suzie Fritz and Deb 
Patterson were still leading the 
volleyball and women's basket- 
ball teams to postseason compe- 
tition annually, but every other 
top-tier sport had been hit by the 
winds of change. 

For the first time since 
1989, the football program was 
under the direction of someone 
other than Bill Snyder. K-State's 
storied basketball program, 
which had struggled in recent 
years, took a huge but risky 
step in hiring Bob Huggins in 
an attempt to return to national 
prominence. And improvements 
were becoming evident with the 
Wildcat baseball program under 
third-year coach Brad Hill. 
THESE DAYS 

Fast forward to today and 
observe the results. Snyder is 
back at the helm of K- State's 
football program, which is 
again in shambles. The Huggins 
experiment had mixed results 
as the coach bolted for his alma 
mater after one season but left 
the Wildcats with their best 
recruiting class in school history. 
Hill has had arguably the biggest 
impact, leading K-State to its 
first-ever national ranking and 
transforming the squad into a 
conference contender. 

As the 2009-10 school year 
approaches, there are plenty of 
reasons to believe that each of 
these programs will continue to 
improve from its current state. 
BOWL FULL OF HOPE 

Snyder begins his second 
tenure with several bright spots 
scattered throughout the team 
roster. Led by a strong, veteran 
coaching staff, the team should 
be on the track back to respect- 
ability. Don't expect to see the 
Wildcats playing for a confer- 
ence title, but with K-State's 
schedule, which includes six 
teams that won less than seven 
games a year ago, a bowl game 
certainly isn't out of the ques- 
tion. 

RECRUITS SHINE FOR MARTIN 

Many counted the men's bas- 
ketball team out before the 2009 
season even began. Picked to 
finish eighth in the Big 12, Frank 
Martin's squad turned heads by 
winning nine conference games 
and earning its third-straight 
postseason appearance. With 
another stellar recruiting class 
on the way, things should only 
get better for the Wildcats down 
the road. 

WORLD SERIES BOUND 

Steady improvement has been 
the theme of the K-State baseball 
program since Hill arrived in 
2004, and it seems like all the 
hard work is starting to pay off. 
Thanks in large part to junior 
ace A.J. Morris, the Wildcats 
are near the top of the Big 12 
standings and a trip to the Col- 
lege World Series appears to be 
a definite possibility. With only 
six seniors on the 2009 roster, 
expect the Cats to make another 
conference title run in 2010. 

With plenty of improvements 
evident throughout the athletic 
department in 2009, the future 
looks bright for all Wildcat faith- 
ful, regardless of the team they 
follow. Things are looking up, 
and hopefully that's an indicator 
of good things for years to come. 
Stay tuned.

Though it took longer 
than most in attendance at 
Tointon Family Stadium ex- 
pected, No. 16 K-State (32-11, 
10-7 Big 12 conference) even- 
tually delivered the knock- 
out blow in the eighth inning 
against North Dakota on its 
way to a 10-2 victory. 

The Fighting Sioux (10- 
24), who have an enrollment 
only a quarter the size of In- 
state and are playing in their 
inaugural season in Division 
I baseball, appeared to be no 
match for the Cats on paper. 
However, the boys from Grand 
Forks, ND hung around just 
long enough that you could 
sense an aura of anxiety from 
the 1,149 purple-clad fans in 
attendance. 

K-State appeared to be 
cruising early as starter Kyle 
Hunter struck out five of the 
first seven hitters he faced and 
retired nine of his first 10. He 
was also staked to an early 

1- lead after two innings and 
a 3-0 lead after three innings 
due to some clutch two-out 
hitting from the Cats. 

In the second, senior 
catcher Rob Vaughn delivered 
a two-out RBI single scoring 
senior shortstop Drew Biery. 
Junior first baseman Justin 
Bloxom continued the amaz- 
ing success the Cats have had 
this season with two outs 
when he belted a two-out, 
two-run homer to left-cen- 
ter scoring freshman outfield- 
er Nick Martini. Those three 

2- out RBI gave K-State a stag- 
gering 109 on the season. 

However, the Fighting 
Sioux responded with a run in 
the fourth on two hits and a 
walk off Hunter. Then in the 
fifth, after Hunter had been 
replaced by reliever Mark Jou- 
koff, North Dakota tallied an 
unearned run when the lead- 
off hitter reached via an error. 
A sacrifice and a single later 
the Fighting Sioux scored one 
more on an RBI-groundout to 
pull within one of the Cats at 

3- 2. 

After a scoreless sixth 
and top half of the seventh, 
K-State tallied one run in the

home half of the inning rath- 
er unconventionally as junior 
designated hitter Adam Muen- 
ster reached on error, ad- 
vanced to second on a passed 
ball and then stole 
third base. One 
batter later, Marti- 
ni hit an RBI-sac 
fly to push the lead 
to 4-2. 

Sophomore 
reliever Thomas 
Rooke, who has 
struggled some- 
what of late, came 
on in the eighth 
and retired all 
three hitters he 
faced including one strike- 
out. Rooke also received some 
help from his defense as Mar- 
tini gunned down a Sioux run- 
ner trying for second base with 
a laser from left field to record 
the second out of the inning. 

The Wildcats put the 
Green and Black away for 
good in the eighth with a six- 
run explosion that had seem-

ingly been brewing all night 
as the Cats had nearly a half 
dozen balls hit to the warning 
track in right field. 

The six-run frame came 
on two walks, five 
hits and one North 
Dakota error and 
included three ex- 
tra-base hits. The 
first three hitters of 
the inning reached 
for the Cats and se- 
nior outfielder Jor- 
dan Cruz scored 
on senior outfield- 
er Dane Yelovich's 
RBI-single. Muen- 
ster then proceed- 
ed to break the game open for 
good as he laced a 2-RBI tri- 
ple down the right-field line 
scoring Vaughn and Yelovich 
to put K-State up 7-2. 

Martini and Bloxom 
would later hit RBI-doubles 
in the inning and when all was 
said and done it was 10-2 in 
favor of the purple and white. 
The Cats had 15 hits on 



the evening including three 
a piece from Muenster and 
Bloxom. 

Bloxom also had three 
RBI on a double and his 
eighth homerun of the sea- 
son. Biery had two doubles 
for the Cats, giving him 1 1 on 
the year. Martini had two hits, 
including a double (12), two 
RBI, two runs and also stole 
his 14th base of the season. 

Sophomore second base- 
man Carter Jurica, who led the 
Big 12 in average (.389) head- 
ing into the night, did not tal- 
ly a hit in four appearances at 
the plate but did walk, score a 
run and had his 17th and 18th 
stolen bases of the year. 

Game two of the series is 
scheduled for tonight at 6:30 
p.m. at Tointon Family Sta- 
dium. Quarter Dog Night is 
scheduled at the stadium and 
students get in free with a stu- 
dent ID.

Football team, Snyder prepare for Spring Game

Bill Snyder is, by his own admission, 
not the biggest fan of spring games. So 
it should come as no surprise that he 
is approaching this Saturday's annual 
Purple-White game, which kicks off at 
3 p.m., as an ordinary practice. 

"It is something that you need to 
have," Snyder said of the game. "You 
can gain a number of things that are 
important. First of all, there is a transi- 
tion taking place, such as what hap- 
pens on GameDay is probably going 
to be a little different with this staff 
than with the previous staff. So you 
get an opportunity to do that. You still 
approach it as one of those routine 
practices that you want to get the most 
out of." 

Snyder cautioned reporters to not 
expect anything out of the ordinary, 
saying the Wildcats would implement 
their basic packages on both the offen- 
sive and defensive side of the football. 
There will be no drafting of players for 
the rosters, which former coach Ron 
Prince implemented when he came to 
K-State. Instead, the first-team offense 
and the second-team defense will be 
paired on the same team, while the 
first-string defense and second-team 
offense will make up the other team. 

And unlike Alabama coach Nick 
Saban, Snyder will not be standing 
out on the field during play behind his 
quarterback. 

"Every single day there's some- 
body in somebody's ear and we're in 
not just the quarterback's - we're in 
everybody's ear all the time," Snyder 
said. "There comes a time when you 
have to find out whether a guy can 
stand on his own feet or not. So at 
some point in time you have to back 
away and see it happen and let them 
make the mistakes and do the positive 
things and let them come off the field 
and then make the corrections or ap- 
plaud them, whatever the case may be.

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RecycleMania contest comes to an end

K-State has finished 
214th out of 293 universi- 
ties in the 2009 RecycleMa- 
nia competition. Though the 
standing is on the lower end 
of the scale, John Woods, di- 
rector of facility services, said 
K-State fared well overall in 
final rankings. 

"We started into this 
not knowing for sure what 
we had to do, so for the first 
year, I think we did quite 
well," Woods said. 

RecycleMania is a na- 
tional competition in which 
participating universities 
from across the country tal- 
ly and total their recycling 
efforts based on pounds per 
student. The competition is 
split into two categories: the 
Competition Division and 
the Benchmark Division. 
According to a recent Col- 
legian article, Joe Myers, In- 
state recycling facilities tech- 
nician, said that in the Com- 
petition Division, K-State 
participated in the "Per Cap- 
ita Classic," which is the ba- 



sic competition of reporting 
total weights for paper, card- 
board and beverage contain- 
ers. From Jan. 1 to March 27, 
K-State collected a grand to- 
tal of 193,936.4 collective 
pounds of cardboard, mixed 
paper, newspaper, maga- 
zines, phonebooks, plas- 
tic and aluminum. This to- 
tal equaled 6.1 pounds per 
person on campus, which in- 
cludes students, faculty and 
staff, Woods said. 

"We had [recycling] bar- 
rels out in various places on 
campus, and we were put- 
ting out more containers in 
buildings," Woods said of in- 
creased efforts for the com- 
petition. "We increased the 
amount of recycling that we 
picked up ... so I think it was 
well worth it." 

Woods said the recy- 
cling committee on campus 
had significant help from 
several campus groups, like 
Students for Environmen- 
tal Action, to aid in the more 
zealous recycling efforts. 

"SEA had so many 
things going on that they 
couldn't help out every- 



where, but they did a great 
job of helping out," he said. 
"We just need to get more 
students involved and dif- 
ferent groups participating 
and competing. Sometimes 
we don't have the manpow- 
er to pick up everything that 
could be collected." 

For next year's Recy- 
cleMania, Woods said he 
hopes to better advertise the 
competition and have more 
student involvement in the 
efforts. 

"The main thing is to 
encourage people to recy- 
cle and to continue recy- 
cling after the event," he said. 
"Hopefully we will get more 
containers [on campus] by 
then, inside the buildings so 
people have more places to 
deposit more material." 

Sabine Martin, a mem- 
ber of the K-State recycling 
committee, said the universi- 
ty soon will have a recycling/ 
sorting facility on campus to 
be located in the former wind 
erosion lab, which is north of 
Weber Hall. Martin also said 
the Special City-Universi- 
ty Projects Fund Committee 



Formula SAE team 
places top 10 in nation

Each semester, K-State 
supporters look to their ath- 
letic teams to positively rep- 
resent them on a national 
stage. Another 
Wildcat team 
similarly had 
a chance to 
represent the 
university last 
week and cap- 
italized on the 
opportunity. 

Formula 
SAE, an auto- 
motive engi- 
neering group 
on campus, competed in an 
international car race April 
21-25 at the Virginia Inter- 
national Speedway in Alton, 
Va. The team enjoyed a sol- 
id performance, placing near 
the top of the 43-team com- 
petition in several categories. 

Trevor Fousek, For- 
mula SAE team leader and 
third-year member, said he 
was pleased with the re- 
sults, which he said were the 
school's best in the history of 
the organization. 

"This is the highest fin- 
ish that Formula SAE has 
ever had through Kansas

State," Fousek said. "I'd like 
to thank all of our sponsors 
and all of the team members 
who helped out." 

Each year, competi- 
tion entrants must construct 
a drivable race car in its en- 
tirety from the 
ground up, 
Fousek said. 
Once com- 
pleted, the 
team has a 
chance to race 
its car in four 
different cate- 
gories. Those 
races includ- 
ed a 150-foot 
straight drag 
race, which tests a car's speed 
and acceleration; a race 
known as "skidpad," which 
tests the car's turning abili- 
ty; a one-lap race called "au- 
tocross"; and a 13-mile loop, 
which tests a car's endurance 
and efficiency of fuel usage. 

The K-State team, which 
used four drivers during the 
competition, fared especially 
well in the final race, finish- 
ing first overall in fuel econ- 
omy. 

"In the endurance 
race, you fill your car be- 
fore the race and then you're 
not allowed to touch it," 



said Fousek. "You go until 
you finish or until your car 
breaks down. After the race, 
they fill your car back up and 
see how much fuel it used." 

Fousek said K-State's car 
was one of just seven to suc- 
cessfully complete the endur- 
ance test. In addition to best- 
ing the field in fuel economy, 
K-State placed in the top 10 
in several other categories, 
including a third place fin- 
ish in endurance and a fifth 
place finish overall. 

"The car ran really well," 
he said. "There were a cou- 
ple scares with some engine 
trouble, but we got it figured 
out. We beat a lot of good 
teams, which was really cool 
to see." 

There are national rac- 
es at three different locations 
each year including Virgin- 
ia, California and Michigan. 
K-State's chapter of Formu- 
la SAE has competed at all 
three locations at least once 
during its existence.

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New Web site spills out movie reviews from users

These days, popular social networking Web sites 
seem to cater to almost every type of interest or hob- 

by. 

One such site, Popcornconfessions.com, is devot- 
ed to providing its users with a plethora of movie rat- 
ings and reviews from every genre that are submitted 
by its users rather than the usual movie expert or crit- 
ic. 

"It is very easy to navigate," said Brittany Ober- 
meyer, freshman in elementary education. "You can ei- 
ther click on a type of movie or you can just type in the 
exact movie you are looking for. It's easy for most ages 
and has movies from 1920 until movies nowadays." 

Anyone can read the reviews from the site but 
only members can rate and write reviews. Membership 
to Popcornconfessions.com is free, and members can 
also share their opinions about movies they've seen 
with their friends and vote on other members' movie 
reviews. 

"I like that the movie reviews are done by people 
like me instead of the professional movie reviewers, 
but I don't think it is a very popular or well-known site 
because most of the movies aren't rated," Obermeyer 
said. 



The reviews are organized into 11 genres rang- 
ing from action-adventure to drama to westerns. The 
number of movies listed on Popcornconfessions.com is 
in the tens of thousands, though not every movie has 
been rated. Ratings and reviews will only appear after 
a member has actually posted one for a particular mov- 
ie. 

"I don't like that not every movie that is listed 
on the Web site does not have a review," said Dan- 
ielle Spellmeier, sophomore in elementary education. 
"However, that does allow another person to write 
a review for that movie. It is free to get an account, 
which then would allow you to write reviews of mov- 
ies that don't already have reviews. I also like that the 
Web site is broken down into genres. The background 
and layout are simple and pleasing to the eye." 

Ratings and reviews can also be found by using the 
search engine on the main page of the Web site. There 
is also a place to offer suggestions for movies that have 
yet to appear on the site to be made available for rat- 
ing and reviewing. 

Popcornconfessions.com has a blog which offers 
movie advice based on genres and promotions for the 
Web site. 

"It looks pretty cool," said Jaylynn Bachman, 
sophomore in pre-nursing. "It would be helpful if I was 
looking for a good movie." 

COLLEGIAN 
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TV show 'Gossip Girl' somewhat accurate, but one-sided

"You're nobody unless you're talked about" 
is the tag of this week's reality TV analysis. 
Though "House" manages to attain a certain de- 
gree of accuracy while "CSI" 
contains virtually none, "Gos- 
sip Girl" is in a league all of its 
own. 

The show follows the lives 
of several Upper East Side 
Manhattan socialite teens, all of 
whom attend outrageously ex- 
pensive and exclusive boarding 
schools and have probably nev- 
er entered a "low-class" store 
like Target. It is narrated by 

the anonymous "Gossip Girl," 

and we watch the never-ending 
drama created by backstabbing, sex, underage 
drinking, jealousy and a healthy dose of dysfunc- 
tion. 

As much as I would love to fill the rest of 
this article with reasons why "Gossip Girl" is 
completely untrue, I'm afraid that I can't. In real 
life, some people truly are ridiculously wealthy. 
And anyone who's made it through high school 
knows that as much as every teen tries to deny it, 
there is definitely a strict social hierarchy deeply 
embedded in every academic institution. 

"Gossip Girl" portrays the more distasteful 
side of teen reality, showing the competition be- 



tween "friends" (or "frenemies," as main char- 
acters Blair and Serena are called) and a some- 
times saddening lack of a moral compass in 
many young people today. 

Not everything in the teen soap opera, how- 
ever, is completely accurate. Like most TV dra- 
mas, the show takes reality to the extreme. 

In this season's summary on cwtv.com, one 
of the main plot points is, "Though Serena and 
Nate [handsome main character who used to 
date Serena's ex-best friend, Blair] may have 
spent much of the summer together, their rekin- 
dled spark may be hiding a much more salacious 
relationship between Nate and an older woman." 
As much as they might wish it to be true, very 
few high school boys can actually manage to 
find an older woman willing to engage in a "sa- 
lacious" (read: sex-filled) relationship with them. 

The flaws within "Gossip Girl" come not 
from blatant inaccuracies in the way it por- 
trays its main characters; after all, it's a fact of 
life that there are rich, powerful teens who have 
sex, wear beautiful clothes and cannot be trusted 
with each other's boyfriends. 

Instead, it comes from the small group of 
people it accurately depicts. It completely ig- 
nores the majority of teens, the people who are 
generally wholesome and nice, who don't steal 
away someone else's significant other, who don't 
drink and who just hang out at a friend's house 




most Friday nights. 

The biggest problem with the show is it 
takes all the unfortunate realities of adolescence 
and shoves them all together in the "juiciest" 
way possible for one hour each week, leaving no 
time for the show's characters to redeem them- 
selves or, in theory, teens as a whole. 

What it does show is true; however, in real 
life, the good generally outweighs the bad, and 
that is simply not the case in the life of a "Gossip 
Girl."
